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TESTERN CORRESPONDENCE. 


Curcaco, July 1st, 1867. 

"To TaB EDITOR OF Tue INDEPENDENT: 
‘Wuen the New England church of this 
city—Mr. Gulliver pastor—entered its stone 
edifice, it united its Elm-street mission with 
the home Sabbath-school in the old church 
adjoining the new, and removed the mission- 
school building into the neighborhood of 
Lincoln Park, which is two miles north of 
the mouth of the river, on the lake shore—a 
beautiful landscape. At once an interesting 
Sunday-school and @ prayer-mecting grew 
np, and now in three months a church has 
been organized and a pastor installed. The 
field, as Mr. Gulliver said in his address to 
the church and to the new pastor, extends 
* from the sea unto the river,” and is about 
a mile wide. It might seem that the double 
work of organization and of installation at 
the same service would not be quite con- 
pruous; but the harmony was complete. 
Indeed. he instituting of a new fellowship 
"was only made complete by the marriage of 
the pastor and people. The Lincoln Park 
Congregational church starts with thirty- 
seven members. The pastor is Rev. C. H. 
Wheeler, who come from 8 bank teller’s 
desk in Boston to our seminary, and gradu- 
ated last April from the special course. The 

services were of rare interest. 

The mother church, yet in her youth, 

took much joy in the marriage-night of her 
first born. Besides furnishing the house 
and several members and laborers, she pre- 
sented the communion set, newly plated, 
which she had used during the last twelve 
of her fourteen years of existence, and which 
‘were upon the table, beautifully wreathed 
in flowers—the font coming into use by the 
baptism of some of the new members. As 
® new thing on such an occasion, Mr. E. W. 
Blatchford, on behalf of the mother, in an 
address of exquisite taste, presented the 
bridal offerings, likening the flowers to the 
associations with the sacramental pieces, 
alluding to those whose fingers had taken 
bread from the plates but were now striking 
harps above, to those who had supped wine 
from the cups but were now drinking it 
new in the Father’s kingdom, and to the 
children around the throne who had been 
consecrated to God from that bowl. The 
sermon, by Prof. Bartlett, a former pastor 
of the mother church, was happily adapted 
to the dual nature of the exercises, upon the 
effectiveness and simplicity of the organism 
of the Christian Church, in its piety, in its 
Jove as the fundamental law, in its govern- 
ment and discipline, in its ministry, in its 
ordinances, in its working power. Dr. Pat- 
ton extended the fellowship of the churches, 
and Mr. Helmer, who offered the constitu- 
ting and installing prayer, had furnished a 
hymn of the same character for the occasion 
The Home Missionary Society, which is 
very properly to take part in the support of 
the church, through its representative, 
Dfficiated in the recognition of the covenant. 
The moderator was a layman, Dr. J. H. 
Hollister, who conducted the examination 
of the candidate in a way of common sense 
and of satisfaction. 

The New England church of Aurora, 
having added thirty feet to the length of its 
house of worship, on the Sabbath, 16th inst., 
had a service of rededication. Having been 
with this people at the original dedication, 
I was prepared to share with them in grat- 
ification upon the measure of prosperity 
which had made this enlargement necessa- 
ry. In the evening the pastor, Rev. E. 
Ebbs, preached a sweet sermon, from the 
text, “Cast thy burden on the Lord and he 
shall sustain thee” ; the product of his own 
experience in the sad bereavement which

paper for a new church, and in. two days 
had over $1,400 raised. 

Commencements have been thick 88 
blackberries. At Olivet Prof. Bartlett de- 
livered an address. C. M. Cady, of Root 
& Cady, of this city, delivered a poem, as 
having been an ly student there before 
he went to Ann*Arbor. It was a sort of 
reunion of the early boys. The poem was 
humorous, historic, high-minded. It is a 
happy thing when @ man comes from the 
counting-room to the college platform. Col- 
lege education is not lost when thus em- 
ployed. Several men who came back from 
Olivet were delighted with the scholarship 
exhibited by the students. Six young men 


presented his mammoth literary bouquet, 
“Elements of Success;” and Rev. L. Whit- 
ing, of Dubuque, gave an address, spark- 
ling, profound, instructive, Christian. At 
the Northwestern University, in Evanston, 
Prof. Fisk gave an address. At Mount 
Morris Prof. Haven delivered the literary 
address. Illinois College graduates nine 
young men. Chicago University has also 
just sent forth its quota of cultured mind. 

Prof. Bartlett goes on to supply Mr. 
Parker’s pulpit at Concord, N. H.; and 
Prof. Fisk to supply Dr. Adams’s desk, Bos- 
ton, for the summer vacation; and Prof. 
Haven has just returned from an Eastern 
tour. Mr. O. W. Fay is to be installed at 
Burlington, Wis. Rev. M. W. Fairfield ac- 
cepts the call to Harlem, and begins work, 
leaving the work of the Tract Society to his 
associate, Rev. G. 8. F. Savage, to whom all 
correspondence should be addressed. Mr. 
Fairfield will also supply Austin, a village 
grown up within a year at the Clock Fac- 
tory. 

Blanchard, the map man, was burned 
out; but fire could not burn up the geogra- 
phy of the Northwest, nor his enterprise in 
reproducing it, and so this mounted map of 
Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Dacotah, Nebraska, and Kansas, col- 
ored for counties, and marked for express 
routes, still guides the emigrant and the 
shipper over this empire of the Northwest.
